Secret Ballot 
Law Cited in 
Cook Warning: 


On the eve of Georgia’s Demo- 
cratic primary, Atty. Gen. Eugene 
‘Cook warned against violation of 
the State’s new Secret Ballot Law, 
which is applicable to every one 
of the 159 counties. 


Violation of the law is subject 
to prosecution without grand jury 
action, Cook said, and could in- 
validate the election returns. The 
law provides for criminal penalty 
action as well as civil court con- 
tests, he added. 

Cook emphasized the law re- 
quires that all ballot boxes must 
be open for public inspection be- 
fore the voting begins and then 
locked. They must remain locked 
until the polls close, and then the 
ballots must be counted publicly. 

Prosecution for violation may be 
instituted by a local prosecuting 
attorney or by the Attorney Gen- 
eral, either at the direction of the

Judge Gregory F. Noonan, in 
Federal Court, reserved decision 
on Rumble's application to serve 
papers in this suit on officials of 
Georgia. But he suggested that 
the Federal Courts of Georgia are 
the propert forums for such a 
case. In reply, Rumble’s counsel! 
gaid his client is “afraid” to make 
such an application in Georgia. 

Rumble, who does. business 
under the name of the House of 
Rumble, at 421 Tenth Ave., New 
York, said he desired to make a 
business trip to Georgia but alleges 
he is afraid to come nere because 
he might be ejected from Pullman 
sleeping cars and Pullman dining 
cars in Georgia. 

In his petition, Rumble enumer- 
ates nine Georgia laws which he 
says violate the first 10 amend- 
ments to the Constitution of the 
United States.

vision, Greater Atlanta Safety 
Council. ; 

“During the strike,” Craft ex- 
plained, “traffic congestion pre- 
vented weaving from one lane to 
another, reckless driving and 
speeding. Presence of more traffic 
officers also acted as a restrain-' 
ing influence. Speeding was vir-— 
tually impossible.

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Holy Horatio! Underdogs 
Are Having Their Day 


Back in the dear, dead days of yellow journalism, some 
intrepid press service would have dispatched to the 
scene of the National PGA in Columbus, Ohio, this week 
a sportswriter named Horatio Alger, Jr. And the world 
would have loved it. Horatio’s son had come back to cover 
the tournament made for the man his father championed, 


the poor but proud. 

I don't know how you fee] about it, but J] have a definite senti- 
- Ment toward this contest to neg the championship of all na- 
tional professional golf. Seldom, if ever, have I gotten such a 
personal bang out of a detour from form. You look for this sort 
- thing, and you hope for it, but about once in a blue moon does 

occur. 

' It was hardly a. blue moon for Chandler Harper and 

Henry Williams, Jr., rather éne of golden hue. Two such 

rank outsiders, two such long<shots have never before foisted 

themselves off on a PGA finals since the tournament was 

first originated in 1916. 

I refuse to refer to them as “unknowns”, a favorite press serv- 
ice term. I feel sure Mrs. Williams knows. Henry when she sees 
him,’and Mrs. Harper must recognize Chandler at a glance. And 
they have mothers and fathers and friends who know them. 

This was a PGA tournament for the under-mongrel. You could 
have matched the Browns and Reds in the World Series, or Hailie- 
boy could have won the Kentucky Derby, or Mumblin’ Sam Sobel, 
of de fi’tin woil, could have Madison Square Garden handed to 
him as a gift. Only then could you have a parallel to the PGA 


finals. 
~ Nibbli Harper has been the more celebrated of the two, if 
I ng | may stretch a term to an extreme. At least he had 
won a circuit tournament, banked first money in the Tucson Open 
last Winter. He has been nibbling at the fringes of the long green 
for several years. It seemed he had the requirements to be an 
excellent almost-but- -not-quite agent a la Willie Goggin, Ky Laf- 
foon, Gene Kunes, etc. 

‘Thirty-six years in this world have left Harper with a 
handsome head of skin. He’s quiet, unaccustomed to blowing 
off, seldom speaks unless totally necessary. He first made the 
records when he finished 20th in the Chicago Open in 1937 
with a 304. Except for an occasional handsome splurge, as 
at Tucson, he has become accustomed to picking up such 
sums at $250, $125, and $68.33. He and the big money never 
quite met on common ground. 

I recall him coming close to the gold in the Greensboro, N. C., 
Open in 1946. But the pressure caught and he went up like the 
balloon on fair day and finished sixth. He and Sammy Snead 
have jockeyed into and out of the Virginia State PGA title for 
years, but otherwise, his name in the press tents has «aroused 
notice only when the gent from the Bigtown Press hollered out: 

“What's this feller’s name, Chandler Harper, or Harper Chand- 


let?” 

' Williams is such a man of mystery that it 
Myster y Man was first* suspected that he came of the 
Amish sect in Pennsylvania. Henry, or if I may be personal, Hank 
is 33 years old. His paw was a pro himself, and I see by the papers 
that the elderly Henry is now a greenskeeper at Burlington, N. C. 
He has majored iminstruction at Se¢ane, Pa.,-a village near Phila- 
delphia. But every year, hike an insurance salesman, or a Rotarian 
who packed off to the annual convention, he has taken his big 
fling in the PGA. 

Not until I went into research did I realize that Williams 
was more than a mere customer last year, when the PGA was 
played at Richmond. He beat Gene Sarazen in the first 
round, Jack Hardin in the second round, riddled Al Brosch in 
the third round, 7 and 6, and got riddled by Johnny Palmer 
in the semi-finals, by the same score. I find, too, that he 
went to the second round at St. Louis in 1948, and got the 
George Fazio treatment. 

The Williams PGA diary dates back to 1944. That was one of 
those years when the soldiers were away at war and the field 
may have been worn thin in numbers, but you still found Byron 
Nelson and Bob Hamilton in the finals. Williams, however, quali- 
fied but died in the first round, cut down by another plain citizen 
named Charles Congdon. 

Williams is physically golf’s answer to the jolly, plump char- 
acter actor of the movies. Plump until the semifinals dogfight 
with Henry Picard. He says he lost seven pounds that day. His 


countenance is a little Bobby Locke-ish, his hair is thinning around © 


the frontispiece, but his chest is manly with it. He is, you’d say, 
a rather average looking fellow, who might be found at an insur- 
ance or Rotary convention. 

As this is written, neither is yet the champion. If it’s Har- 
per, he will be as old as the oldest champion before him. That 
was Jock Hutchinson, who won it in 1920 at age 36. If it’s 
Williams, the PGA title will have gone home to the pro 
shop, to the teaching pro for whom the tournament was orig- 
inally designed. 
But the title match was an anti-climax. It was such a shock 

that Chandler Harper and Henry Williams should be treading 
where once the great Sarazen and Hagen had trod, and Paul Run- 
an and Sam Snead, and Leo Diegel and Johnny Farrell, and Ben 
ogan and Ed Oliver, and Denhy Shute and Jug McSpaden. Comes 
da revolushun!

Better Government 


At Less Cost 


Fulton County voters who want the 
best government at the least cost will vote 
today for retention of the County Man- 
ager system. 

For the first time in history, the Coun- 
ty now has an executive head, the County 
Manager, who directs functions as an 
over-all unit. Because of his authority 
and responsibility, there has been much 
jealousy of the Manager among the Coun- 
ty Commissioners. They take delight in 
pointing to the Manager’s $17,500 salary 
as an “extravagance.” But a look at the 
record will reveal the Manager has saved 
the County, in direct cash outlay, many 
times more than his annual salary. 

For instance, in 1949, the first full year 
the Manager was in office, 30 more miles 
of roads were built than in the year pre- 
vious—at a cost of $36,000 less. Total con- 
vict expense decreased by nearly $29,000. 

The Manager has assured an equitable 
distribution of county public works funds 
to municipalities by apportioning them on 
a basis of population. 

At the Manager’s recommendation, the 
County is repurchasing County bonds 
from surplus bond tax receipts at a sav- 
ing so far of between $400,000 and $500,000. 

The auditor’s report for last year shows 
that 1949, the first full year of the Man- 
ager’s tenure, was, the only year out of the 
last ten in which County receipts exceed- 
ed disbursements. 

The County Manager is providing a 
continuity of County services at less cost. 

Opposition to the County Manager 
system is selfish and political. The Man- 
ager deserves overwhelming approval at 
the polls today.

GOP Chairman 
Hurts His Party 


WASHINGTON—Chairman Guy Gabrielson 
of the Republican National Committee does his 
party a disservice by putting out such statements 

as he did the other day; namely, to the effect that the American 
people “wholeheartedly agree with the objectives” of Sen. Joe 
McCarthy’s Communist smear campaign, and that the Wisconsin 
Senator has “received great support in the country generally.” 

Some of Mr. Gabrielson’s own party leaders will question that 
seriously. It was just last week, for example, that a half dozen or 
more of the top-flight Republican Governors of the country con- 
demned McCarthy rather severely for his loose-mouthed repeti- 
tion of irresponsible charges about Communist infiltration in the 
State Department, not one of which he has been able to substan- 
tiate with any semblance of acceptable evidence. 


Stalwarts The group included such GOP stalwarts as Gover- 

nor Earl Warren of California, Governor Thomas E. 
Dewey of New York, Governor James H. Duff of Pennsylvania, 
Governor Frederick G. Payne of Maine and Governor Alfred E. 
Driscoll of Mr. Gabrielson’s home state of New Jersey. 

Before that the country witnessed the spectacle of another 
half dozen and more of Senator McCarthy’s own Republican col- 
leagues in the Senate joining in a statement censoring him for his 
tactics and offering a new declaration of conscience for the party 
in attacks of the kind. It was presented by Sen. Margaret Chase 
Smith of Maine,«ahe only woman member of the body. 

How in the face of such open criticism among outstanding 
leaders of his own party Chsirman Gabrielson could have the gall 
to say what he did can only be explained by a desire to play poli- 
tics. The implication of his words, of course, is to place the stamp 
of official approval on what McCarthy has been doing, since he 
speaks not as an individual but as the head of the GOP National 
Committee. He presumes to have the committee adopt the McCarthy 
line, despite the fact that a number of the most important Repub- 
lican Governors and Senators have taken an opposite course. 

Mr. Gabrielson is showing a weakness that has been all too 
common among too many of his predecessors in the past 20 years. 
The public soon loses confidence in a man who is addicted to such 
irresponsible utterances. The committee will have to learn to select 
men of more substance as its chairman if it expects to influence the 
American people. Otherwise, it probably will be another 20 years 
before the Republicans again come into control. 


Unfortunately there is a certain amount of truth 
Some Truth in the Gabrielson statement about McCarthy 
receiving support in the country on the smear campaign he is con- 
ducting. The way he put it was greatly exaggerated, of course. 
On his recent Western trip President Truman and his advisers 
found no evidence that the country is at all disturbed by the wild 
charges. The people, for the most part, have come to evaluate 
them for what they are worth, which has been zero minus up to 
the present time. 

But that is not true altogether. Certain elements have shown 
a willingness to accept them too readily. We saw an example of 
this in the recent action of the Young Republican Clubs of New 
York in endorsing the McCarthy line, despite efforts to dissuade 
them by Sen. Irving M. Ives, one of the group of Republican 
Senators who joined in the Margaret Chase Smith manifesto. 
Even though a New Yorker himself, Mr. Ives was unable to keep 
the youngbloods of his party from running amuck with McCarthy- 
ism. It shows how some people are capable of being misled by 
the silly charges. 

It has been several months now since McCarthy made his orig- 
inal charges about 100 or 58 or 200 card carrying Communists being 
tucked away in the State Department. So far he has not been 
able to prove the existence of a single one. Most of the names he 
has trotted out are people entirely disassociated with the depart- 
ment. 

While some people may be misled by his noisy charges, sooner 
or later the public is going to get fed up with him as a fraud. 
When that happens, as it is happening already, in fact, it will be 
no credit to the Republican National Committee that its chairman 
was carrying the torch for McCarthy in all of the phoney business 
he has been conducting. The GOP. deserves better leadership 
than Mr. Gabrielson is giving.

‘South’s Liberals Are Set Back 


WASHINGTON—The second successful penetration of the Truman Fair Deal 
frontier in the South—the defeat of Sen. Frank Graham in the North Carolina 
run-off primary which followed that, a few weeks before, of Sen. Claude Pepper 
in Florida—is naturally of considerable concern to the Truman administration but, 
more than that, it is d@ discouraging setback for moderate and middle-of-the-road 
progressivism in the South. The latter is a matter of concern for the nation as a 

whole. Already, well before the November elections, two votes that could be depended upon for 
social and economic welfare measures have been eliminated from the Senate of the next Con- 
gress. That is important in a Senate in which, on such measures, the balance is generally weighted 
for the Republican-Soythern conservative Democratic coalition which has blocked them. 


The effect of these defeats, which may be fur- 
ther magnified by subsequent reverses of a simi- 
lar nature in the South, will be to intensify the 
Truman administration’s campaign elsewhere in 
the Congressional elections, in the effort to pick 
up additional seats to offset such losses in the 
South, and to offset votes already counted against 
its program from that area. : 


The trend in the South increases the 
President’s reliance on the combination that 
was responsible for his 1948 victory—the 
Midwest farm sections and big cities where 
labor exerts much influence. 


What has happened thus far in the South is 
regrettable both for that section of the nation, 
irrespective of party politics, for far more than 
any political party is involved. 

In the first place, Dr. Graham, like Senator 
Pepper, was the victim of a campaign of abuse 
and misrepresentation. Passions were stirred up 
by what is coming to be known as the “Red and 
black issue,” with wild and baseless charges 
about sympathy with Communism and with stir- 
ring up of racia) prejudice. 

Money was poured into’ the two states by in- 
terests which are so dead set against New Deal- 
ism and Fair Dealism, that they were willing to 
exploit racial prejudice, and anything else such 
as the spurious Communist issue, for their ends. 

Success of this sort of tactics will undoubtedly 
encourage use of the pattern elsewhere and, be- 
fore it is too late, it would be most salutary for 
the Senate campaign investigating committee to 
get busy and explore what is going on, as it pre- 
sumably intends to do, for the enlightenment of 
our people. 

Regrettable, in the second place, about what 
is happening in the South is that moderate pro- 
gressivism, of which Dr. Graham was a fine and

capable example, had been spreading in that 
section, which was not only hopeful and helpful 
to the South, but had its influence on national 
legislation affecting people all over the country. 
Dr. Graham brought to national affairs a broad 
viewpoint and experience gained as president of 
the University of North Carolina, and in numer- 
ous services for our government to which he was 
called. 

His defeat is a real loss, both because of his 
own contribution and because of what the North 
Carolina. campaign revealed as to the extent to 
which certain interests will go to defeat expo- 
nents of his philosophy of government. 


It encourages what might be called the 
“Dixiecrat spirit” in the South. This will 
be bolstered further if Gov. J. Strom Thur- 
mond, the States Rights party candidate for 
president in 1948, wins the Senate seat in 
South Carolina, now held by Sen. Olin D. 
Johnston, which would provide a symbol on 
the national stage. 


In the face of setbacks on the Southern fron- 
tier, President Truman exhibits no overtures of 
appeasement, but rather the contrary, such as his 
recent pointed snub of Governor Thurmond, 
and his 1948 States Rights running mate, Gov- 
ernor Fielding Wright, of Mississippi, whom the 
President did not invite to a recent luncheon 
here for Democratic governors with the blunt 
explanation that he only invited “Democrats.” 

To a degree, this rigid attitude of the Presi- 
dent may have been a factor in solidifying his 
opposition in the South but, on the other hand, 
it may help him in other parts of the country 
upon which he now must depend, since he has 
divorced himself from the Dixiecrat element so 
completely.

Finance Corporation put up $37,500,000 of our money to build ultra-modern houses 


on a production line and ship ‘em out to your lot and mine on trailer-trucks.

you may have noted, this firm went bankrupt a while back and I give you one guess as to how many 
of our millions we're likely to get back. The management once had high hopes of building so many 
houses that it would need hundreds of trucks hauling hundreds of trailers to building sites al] over 
the land. Se it made a deal to rent 200 of these behemoth tractors and 600 super-sized trailers to 
haul away the houses that never seemed to pour from the factory. 


The corporation paid $3,000,000 of our money 
to rent these trucks, most of which it never used 
at all, and not until now did its officials dis- 
cover that for a spell they were paying rent on 
trucks that hadn’t even been manufactured. 


And not until the RFC’s own sleuths be- 
gan snooping around the back yard of the 
giant plant in Ohio did they learn they never 
had 200 trucks, but only a total of 160. 


The gentlemen who rented the trucks, one of 
whom just happened to be a director of Lustron, 
took in the $3,000,000 on a total investment of 
$2,000. The evidence showed this before a group 
of startled Senators. 

So now the RFC is charging ’em with fraud; 
the Justice Department is looking into the situa- 
tion, and the truck renters for reasons best 
known to themselves are too busy to appear be- 
fore the investigating committee of Sen. J. Wil- 
liam Fulbright, Democrat, Arkansas. 

What seemed to pain the Senators was the 
fact that Lustron was paying for trucks at the 
rate of $235,000 a month—out of that loan of 
our millions, remember—without any thought as 
to whether the machines were needed, or even 
whether they actually were there. Pained me, too. 

John and James Gottlieb, a pair of truckers

in Chicago, and Paul O. Buckley, a director of 
Lustron, in any event, organized the Commercial 
Home Eqtipment Corporation to rent the trucks. 
These they bought from the White Motor Car 
Company, of Cleveland, at $6,500 each, but with 
no money down. After all, they did have a con- 
tract with Lustron. 


The records showed that between them the 
Gottlieb brothers and Buckley owned all the 
stock of the firm, but they’d paid in only $2,000. 

On this investment Buckley earned $210,000, 
plus $8,000 for entertainment and travel; James 
Gottlieb got $57,000 in wages and $13,000 in ex- 
penses, while his brother, John, took $32,000 and 
$12,000 in entertainment money. 


Who they entertained, the record did not 
show. And all this time these giant tractors 
were lined up on blocks outside the house 
factory, waiting for houses to come out. 
They seldom did. 


For our $37,500,000 we taxpayers got 2,000 
pressed steel houses, that could be cleaned with 
a garden hose. We spent the $3,000,000 to move 
the houses on the trucks, some of which weren’t 
even there, and where that leaves us I hate even 
to mention.

“The will of the people is the only legitimate foundation of any government, and to protect its 


free expression should be our first object.” 


Many changes have come over our great Re- 
public since these words of wisdom were spoken, 
but the basic truth of the statement remains and 
will remain 149 years henceforth. That is so be- 
cause the very tenets of the philosophy of De- 
mocracy demand that “the will of the people” be 
exercised if the freedom we have learned to love 
and enjoy is to be forever ours. 


The first duty of any American citizen, 
whether he lives in Georgia or in any of the 
other 47 states of the Union, is to “protect its 
expression.” There can be no doubt about 
that. 

On June 28 (Editor’s note: That’s today!), we 
of Georgia have the opportunity to express our 
will in a free election. Much has been said re- 
cently about the lack of interest in the forth- 
coming electian. One of the deeper thinkers in 
Southern journalism, Ralph McGill, said that “if 
more than 60 percent of the registration goes to 
the polls, it will be mildly surprising.” 


There is ample reason to believe that Mr. 
McGill is correct, but what a shameful truth that 
is. We will have-to admit that there is a very 


definite sign of a dejected and disgusted feeling: 


permeating the thinking and acting of the people 
of this state. 

Quoting more of the opinion of Mr. McGill, 
we find him saying: “There are in Georgia 
about a 100,000 people who would not vote for a 
Talmadge if he came wearing a heavenly halo 
and escorted by supporting angels.” Why should 
anyone permit a dislike for a mere man to cause 
him or her to be derelict in his or her first duty 
as an American citizen? What can we expect to 
gain by allowing our persona)! likes or dislikes to 
keep us from doing our duty? We can’t prevent 
the election of any man by remaining away from 
the polls. Instead, we guarantee his election. 

Mr. McGill goes on to say: “M. E. Thompson, 
by one of the most aggressive campaigns in 


Georgia’s history, has aroused some of these to — 


work and enthusiasm, but he has not got all of 
them.

What do they hope to gain from such a 
childlike attitude? Don’t they know that one of 
the candidates wil] win regardless of whether 
they vote or not?

The very best way to curb the 
vicious ambitions of a would-be dictator is for 
the people, al) of them, to take an active part in 
saying who shal) be elected. If 40 percent of all 
Georgians, or nearly one-half of the people, 
choose to remain away from the polls and refuse 
to take a part in saying who shal] govern them 
for the next four years, what is there to prevent 
malfeasance by the candidate elected. 

We end the quotation from Mr. McGill with 
this true, but deplorable statement: “They know 
our way is not to change things unti] they be- 
come intolerable.” Let us pause here and do some 
serious thinking on this matter. Is there a more 
asinine way to approach a problem that is loaded 
with dynamite? Is there a more ridiculous de- 
scription that could be given of a supposedly 
sensible people? We often wonder why people 
think so little of, and regard with such a lack of 
respect, their most valuable asset—the power to 
preserve their freedom. 

The sordid status of state and national politics 
is that way because we have let it get that way. 
We control our politica) destiny. No one or two 
men should be allowed to interfere with our ex- 
ercising contro] regardless of whether we like 
them or not. 


If we make use of our rights—if we per- 
form our duty—liIf we are good citizens who 
have the future welfare of our children as 
our major concern, we will vote whether we 
like or dislike, approve or disapprove, love 
or despise one or two or all of the candidates. 


The candidate, to be sure, is very important 
to one voting, but the most important thing is to 
vote.

The Doctor 
Briefed Him Well 


@ : The other day I got the following letter from 
~. & lady who is convalescing in a Montreal hos- 


pital: 
Dear Mr. Rose: 

Three weeks ago I was operated on for a leg infection, and 
since then I’ve been taking it easy, a little too sick to leave the 
hospital and a little’ too well to keep from having the fidgets. 
During my wheelchair travels I happened to come across a story 
which you might like to use in your column. 

It has to do with a black lace negligee that I got for Christmas 
a couple of years ago—one of those lovely bits of peek-a-boo that 
every woman adores. However, I’m more the pajama type, and 


‘so ever since I got it it’s been packed away in a bureau drawer. 


. When I was rushed to the hospital last 
White Bureau month, my sister stuffed everything that 
looked like bed-apparel into a valise and brought it to. my room, 
and sure enough, on top was the negligee. And sure enough again, 
it went right back into a bureau, this time a white one. 

Recently, however, I finally got to use the negligee. A few 
doors down the corridor from me there was a Mrs. Benoise suffer- 
ing from a disease with a long Latin name. What it amounted 
to was a paralysis which had started at her toes, worked its way 
up to her abdomen and was steadily moving toward the heart. 
And as if that weren’t enough trouble, shortly after the woman 
had checked into the hospital her husband had been badly hurt 
in an auto crash. 

Last week when the paralysis got up to within inches of Mrs. 
Benoise’s heart the doctors decitied to let the couple see each other 
for what would probably be the last time. I was in Mrs. Be- 
noise’s room when they told her about the visit, but instead of 
pepping her up it seemed to make her more miserable than ever.

From Piney Woods 
To Pasture Land 


CUMBERLAND ISLAND—tThe transforma- 

tion of a piece of piney woods into a modern 

igi pasture down this way takes quite a bit of doing, 

but it is also a fascinating something. A farmer starts out as a 
timber grower. $ 

But through lQmbering and/or pulp-wood operations or be- 

cause of fire he finds his timberlands so thinned out he must 

either replant them to pine, let them grow up in native grasses 

(which carry 1 cow to 12 acres), or he must get the stumps out, 

cut up the land, fertilize it, and seed it to grasses and legumes 

that will grow here, will produce 300 pounds of meat or more to 

the acre, and will (in combinations) grow the year round. This 


is quite an order. 

There is more help for the timber farmer down 
More Help this way than there is up our way. He gets better 
prices (net) for his pulpwood, being closer to the mills, and he 
can get the Hercules Powder Company to remove the stumps from 
his field if the stumps are large and there are enough of\them. 

Many thousands of acres of land are covered in the saw pal- 
metto or the gallberry and these plants have to be thoroughly 
chopped up. A new tool is coming into fashion for this purpose. 
It is called the “rotary brush choppers.” (It might come in handy 
for us, too.) 

I think it is harder to make legumes live down in this section 
than at home, that is, the easy-planting legumes like the lespe- 
dezas. You see some kobe about, but the farmers tell me it is often 
attacked by nematodes. Crotalaria is a fine legume, but the spec- 
tabilis variety, so useful in land-building and in starving out 
nematodes, is useless as a forage crop. The intermedia variety 
is a good forage crop, but is no land-renovater like its kinsman, 


the spectabilis. 

: Carpet grass is the old reliable and has been 
Old Reliable known to make as much as 600 pounds of beef 
per acre in combination with white clover but if the clover plays 
out for any reason (and sometimes it is killed by the luxuriant 
growth of carpet grass in the Spring), the carpet grass becomes an 
ordinary grass without much grazing value. 

The Experiment Stations at Tifton and at Gainesville, Fla., 
are studying the pasture problem extensively, particularly the se- 
lection of suitable grasses and legumes and the fertilization pro- 
grams. Too, the Soil Conservation technicians in this part of the 
world are sorting and sifting and comparing. It won’t be long 
before the right combination will be found.

The hollow which holds the swimming pool in a public park also holds the 
heat like a sheet of molten metal. The water is cool, but the air is still and hot 


and the rich, oily smell of suntan lotion is heavy upon it. 


Thirty wriggling, squeal- 


ing, spewing youngsters churn about in the pool, and on the benches on the side- 
lines, bristling with soothing unguents, dark glasses and unread magazines, are 


j almost as many mothers. 


They are members of a kind of unexclusive, citified 


Country Club. Most of them never saw each other before and few of them will meet in the years 


to come, but for the moment they are closer than sisters. 


They were brought together by that 


curious affinity of child for water and they are held there, suspended in a pocket of heat, light and 


heavy fragrance by the grim determination to see that Junior learns to swim if it kills him 


and them. 

The public parks are the scene of this morning 
meeting. (Twenty-two of them are now going 
on in the city and county.) And the blessing of 
the Red Cross is upon them. 


They will sit there in the sun for an hour or 
more each morning for 10 days. They will mean 
to employ the shining hour to improve their own 
meager housewife’s tan.

She scans every barehead in the 
pool and when she finds the one she seeks, her 
yell is invariably: “Get back in the CLASS!. 
Listen to the LESSON!” 

She watches him put his face in the water for 
the first time. She holds her breath up there on 
the bench while he’s down there near the bottom 


of the pool counting his fingers. She progresses 
with him to a glide from the side of the pool 
and then her leg muscles twitch with his as she 
mentally urges him into the kick the Red Cross 
instructor is demonstrating. 


And in between times she yells to the flailing 
mass of arms and legs, “Keep your face under 
water!” Or “Let me see you kick!” Or “For 
heaven’s sake, Tommy, do what you’re TOLD!” 
And in an aside to her neighbors, “I haven’t made 
a bed or washed a dish.” 


When the lesson is over if the instructor is 


‘male (most of them are young high school or 


college girls), she will, remembering her youth, 
be charming to him. But it is poor sport. This 
year’s life guards are SO young. 


In spite ,of the pool-side assistance, Red Cross 
instructors, volunteering their services, hope to 
teach 3,000 persons in Fulton county to swim 
this year. It is the biggest water safety program 
yet undertaken—and it’s free. The reason, ac- 
cording to Directors Charles Gaddis and Oliver 
Booker: Since Allatoona dam, water and water 
sports are moving closer to Atlanta all the time. 


Dear Constitution Reader: Those interested 
in election news tonight may sit at home in 
slippered fre cooling drink in hand, and lis- 
ten to the s on The Atlanta Constitution- 
Journal radio station WSB, or view the can- 
didates and hopeful experts on WSB-TV. To- 
morrow morning, The Constitution will pre- 
sent the latest news and photographs for the 
information of all those intent on election 
results. 


It occurred to me you might be interested 
to know that the “ink-stained wretches” of 
the press; the perspiring handlers of TV equip- 
ment, and the director of the continuing ra- 
dio programs, will most emphatically not be at 
ease. 


Indeed, a newspaper shop on election night 
comes closest to resembling the movie idea 
of 4 newsroom than at any other time. 


Beginning at 8 o’clock tonight the radio, and 
at 8:30 the TV, will go into more or less con- 
tinuous action. There will, of course, be spot 
announcements before that time. But, since 
polls close at 6 p. m. (7 p. m. in Fulton and 
DeKalb only) it will be about 8 o’clock be- 
fore even the smallest of trends begin to be 
revealed. 


But, long before that begins, the newsmen 
will be at work. 


Setting up the machinery to cover an elec- 
tion is by no means a simple task. Since elec- 
tions are, by the very nature of things, a morn- 
ing paper task, most of the news organization 
fell upon the shoulders of The Constitution’s 
managing editor, Lee Rogers, and City Editor 
Luke Greene. They have worked in close co- 
ordination with The Journal’s news chiefs 
since The Journal news editors have the job 
of picking up the reports when The Constitu- 
tion’s final city edition closes on Thursday 
morning and carrying them on to the after- 
noon editions of The Journal. The radio and 
TV contributions also were co-ordinated by 
the excellent teamwork of all concerned. 


But, nothing can go on the air or into the 
paper until it is received. Weeks ago The At- 
lanta Constitution, following an old election 
custom, accepted responsibility for obtaining 
coverage from counties in its genera] circula- 


tion territory. The Associated Press made ar- 
rangements with other sources in other sec- 
tions of the state and special wires bring this ~ 
direct to The Constitution’s newsroom.

Since there are many candidates seeking a 
large number of offices, it readily may be seen 
the task is a large and complex one. 


The Constitution is inviting all candidates 
to visit the office during the evening. They 
will be presented on radio and television. This 
is really the first election in the entire South 
to be televised on the scale planned for to- 


night. 


Not everyone, of course, will be admitted to 
the newsroom. Only the candidates. There is 
not too much room but managers, relatives 
and families of candidates sometimes come 
with them and for their convenience there 
will be a large blackboard on which results 
will be chalked up as soon as they come in.

On this breakfast, energy is 
carried over into the afternoon 
even when lunch is not too 
substantial a meal, It’s the 
protein that does the trick, 

It is a far better plan to have 
an adequate breakfast and a 
light lunch than to skip break- 
fast and make up for it at the 
noon meal. This is particular- 
ly true for office workers. 
However, you can’t omit lunch 
entirely and beat that tired 
feeling. Again have some pro- 
tein so as to prevent blood 
sugar from falling late in the 
afternoon. Meat or cheese or 
fish or a second egg, plus a 
green salad and a glass of but- 
termilk is an excellent slimming 
lunch.

Your notion that you must

Little emphasis is ever placed 
by this department on the speed 
wiah which a hand is played or de- 
fended, tho in other corners the 
proverbial warning to “look be- 
fore you leap” is regularly given 
to declarer. Numerous examples 
are offered showing hands that 
were lost by an impulsive rather | 
than a deliberate play to trick one, 
and he is advised to take time out 
at that juncture to formulate his 
plan of attack. 

But as viewed by this observer, 
there is another side to the story. 
Where guesses are to be made, a 
step-up in the tempo by declarer 
may induce a confession by the 
adversary. Speed is contagious 
and in an effort to keep in step 
with the parade, a defender may 
eccasionally drop his guard and 
“tip his mit” in the process. 

In today’s hand, South became 
declarer at a contract of four 
spades. Unduly influenced by the 


spades. Better tactics, with this 
evenly balanced hand, would have 
been to pursue the no trump 
game, which would have presented 
declarer with no problem. 


After the opening lead, South 
engaged im an inordinately long 
huddle, affording East the oppor- 
tunity to do a little calculating of 
his own. Declarer at long last con- 
cluded that his only chance for the 
10th trick was the jack of dia- 
monds. He, thereupon, led the 
eight of spades over to dummy’s 
nine and played the three of dia- 
monds. East had already done his 
planning and was not to be caught 
in a brown study. During de- 
clarer’s huddle, he had concluded 
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winners to justify his jump rebid 
of three spades and there were 
two additional tricks facing him 
in dummy, When the diamond 
was led, East was quite persuaded 
that declarer was leading towards 
the jack, but he was equally con- 
vinced that going up with the 
queen would not result In the de- 
feat of the contract. He, there- 
fore, ducked with great dispatch. 

South was now faced with a 
guess. To play the jack would be 
giving East credit for greater 
stoicism than it was declarer’s in- 
tention to do. There was just as 
good a chance if he played the 
nine, for if East had the 10, the 
nine would force the queen. He, 
therefore, chose that play and 
West won with the 10. There was 
now no way for declarer to win 
the hand. 


It will never be known. what 
action East would have taken, had 
the first three tricks been played 
in rapid order. Perhaps he would 
have ducked, but then we would 
have had to doff our hats to him 
as a stout fellow.
